[| have the henour to inform’you that 
at the unanimous request ofthe Conservative 
and Liberal Unionist Associations I shall 
offer myselt to you as a candidate at the en- 
suing election as a Conservative and a sup- 
porter ot the present Unionist Government.

GENTLEMEN, 


Three and a half years ago your Con- 
servative and Unionist Association did me 
the honour to adopt me as their Candidate 
for the Parliamentary representation of 
North-East Bethnal Green. Since chat timé 
I have been constantly before the constituency 
endeavouring to acquaint myself with its 
special interests and requirements, and, as 
far as possible, identifying myself with its 
local institutions. In view of the approaching 
General Election, I have now to sol cit your 
suffrages and influence in support of my 
candidature. 

This I do as an independent supporter of 
the geoeral policy of the Conservative and 
Unionist Administration—a policy woich bas 
secured to the coantry six years of peace, 
progress and prosperity. 

The chief question to be submitted to you 
is that of the maintenance of the Union 
between Great Britain and Ireland, and upon 
this point | submit that tbe policy of the 
Government deserves your approval and 
continued support. By its stringent and 
impartisl enforcement of the law in Ireland 


it bas put down violence and outrage, and 
restored peace and prosperity in that coun- 
try. It has proved the efficacy of the law, 


when rightly administered, i» that as in 
other parts of Her Majesty's dominions, and 
has thus demonstrated that it is not necessary 
to dismember the Empire in order to govern 
it. While I am in favour of granting to 
Ireland all the rights «f Local Self-Govern- 
ment consistent with the preservation of the 
integrity as the Imperial Union, I would 
oppose to the last any scheme of national 
mdependénes such as is demanded by the 
Irish supporters of Mr, Gladstone cr any 
scheme which vould have the effect of giving 
Irishmen the right to rule, at the savae time, 
Ireland at Dublin and England at West- 
minster. 

By its rigid enactments against the use 
of fraudulent trade marks on foreign goods 
sold in England, by its legislation against 
unfair railway rates, which will benefit the 
joreigner at the expense of English producers 
and by the encouragement it has given to 
technical education, the Government has 
conferred important benefits upon British 


trade. By improving and strengtheniog our 
naval defences, by preserving and ex- 
tending our colonial possessions, a d by 


vpholaing and enforcing British influence in 
foreign aifairs, it has done good work for the 
protection and development of our com- 
merce. 

By reducing the interest on the National 
Debt, by abolishing school fees and by 
reducing the inhabitated house duty, by 
reducing, the duties on tea and tobacco, and 
by granting £6,000.000 a year in relief of 
local rates, while increasing the death duties 
on the estates of the wealthy, increasing the 
duties on foreign wines and imposing new 
taxes on Stock Exchange securities, it has so 
re-adjusted taxation that its burdens should 
cot less upon the poor and more upon the 
rich. 

By its legislation for the better housing of 
the working classes and for the better pre- 
servation of public health, it has paved the 
way for a much-needed improvement in the 
conditions of life among the labour com- 
munity. It has, by the appointment of a 
Royal Commission, given proof of its interest 
in the subject of the relations between 
Capital and Labour, which has now become 
the most important and pressing question in 
our domestic politics. 

With these efforts on behalf of the labour- 
ing masses 1 have hearty sympathy. 1 
regard them, however, as only an instalment 
of a wide and far-reaching scheme of legisla- 
tion, securing to labour its full rights, free 
from the exactions of the middleman, free 
from oppressive control. Among the measures 
which demand early and effective treatment 
is one for the establishment of a Labour 
Department, under the direction of a respon- 
sible Minister of the Crown, to deal with 
labour interests, and to ensure the effective 
representation of those interests in the 
Government. 

In my opinion, the question of the regula- 
tion of the hours and conditions of labour is 
one which each trade should decide for itself 
through its recognised union,and the question 
once decided, I should be prepared to support 
a proposal for Parliament to give legislative 
sanction to the decision arrived at. 

In my opinion, in all public contracts paid 
for out of the public funds the preference 
should, as far as possible, be given to English 
firms and English labourers, and, whenever 
er ese the work required for public 

epartments should be done by direct contract, 
without the intervention of middlemen, so 
that the labourer, worthy of his hire, may 
receive that bire in full without. unfair or 
unnecessary deductions. | 


I have, since I first came among you, bee 
an earnest advocate of the soguialion: and 


The time has now come when a serious 
etiort should be made to introduce econom 
in the public expenditure, t» abolish aedlen 
offices maintained only for the benetit of the 
dominant political eg to reform the 
pension system, to reduce excessive salaries 
»nd generally to carry «cn the business of 
the country on business principles. 

The time is also ripe for a thorough over 
hauling of the methods of taxation with a 
view to the introduction of a just and 
equitable system of graduated i- come tax— 
from which all incomes up to £300 a year 
should be exempted—whereby the chief 
burden may be borne by those who are best 
able to tear it. In any re-arrangement of 
the fiscal at of the country, | am in 
favour of abolishing the impo:t duties upon 
articles of necessity and imposing upon them 
upon articles of luxury, more particularly 
uvon those of for*ign manufacturewhich come 
into competition with English manufactured 
goods, ‘The incidence of local taxation 
should also be so amended that the burden 
of the rates, which now falls almost entirely 
upon the occupiers, shall be fairly distri- 
buted between them and the owners of 
ground rents and rack rents. 

I am in favour of such amendments of the 
Poor Laws, and such changes in the present 
system of relief, and snch modifications of 
the political disabilities arising from the 
receipt of it, as will prevent poverty from 
being treated as a crime, 

1 am in favour of such a reform in our 
registration system as will secure the fran- 
chise to all qualified persons without 
unnecessary delay and without trouble or 
expense to them. 

1 am in earnest sympathy with the pro- 
posed scheme of state-aided pensions for the 
aged poor, provided that it be carried owt in 
such a way as not to interfere with the 
operations of our excellent and. most useful 
friendly societies, 

If elected to represent you, it will be my 
aim to give effect to these views, and I 
pledge myself to do my best in that direction. 
Recognising as I do the needs of a working- 
class constituency like yours, it will be m 
desire to keep in clove and constant touc 
with my constituents, to be frequently among 
you and always accessible to you, to make the 
interests of your Borough my chief consider- 
ation—to be in fact, as well as in name, the 
representative of North-East Bethnal Green.

In 
my judgment much of the success which has 
atrended the Lrish policy of Her Majesty's 
Ministers is attributable to the alliance 
between the Conservative and Liberal 
Unionist Parties, which has been so loyally 
observed, to the great advantage of each, and 
to the lasting benefit of the nation. I am 
firmly convinced that to grant a separate 
Parliament, such as alone would satisfy the 
many sections of the so-called Nationalist 
Party, would in addition to the injury caused 
to the Empire, be a base abandonment of 
the millions of law-abiding Irish subjects 
who earnestly desire to remain under the 
rule of the British Parliament, governing a 
United Kingdom, and who look to their 
fellow British subjects to maintain for them 
the same liberty and just.ce which they 
themselves enjoy.

Government Department for Labour would 
tend to promote the true interests of the 
industrial classes, by its-influence in the 
equitable solution of the questions which 
must periodically arise between the em- 
ployed and their employers. 

1 believe the condition of the masses is 
most to be improved by the promotion of 
temperance, by the better education of the 
population, to which the Government of 
Lord Salisbury has so much contributed, and 
by the higher and more technical training of 
our youth of both sexes, 

I thins the Poor Laws require recon- 
sideration with a view to mitigate the 
harshness with which they bear oa those, 
who, through no fault of their own, are in 
old age or sickness unable to support them- 
selves. I would gladly welcome also a 
scheme to make, through the State, some 
rovision in advanced years for those whose 
ives have b-en passed in honourable and 
arduous labour, while at the same time care 
must be taken neither to discourage the 
disposition to thrift and providence by 
which, to my own knowledge, many of our 
industrial classes are animated, nor to add 
to the heavy burdens of taxation which press 
on those classes. | 

In regard to local taxation, I am of opinion 
that it is not just that the rates should fall, 
as much a8 now, on occupiers to the exclu- 
sion of owners. Those whose property is 
rendered more valuable, or whose rents are 
benefited by ihe rates, ought in my judgment 
to make a distinct contribution to such rates. 

I hold as supremely important the attach- 
ment of our great dependencies and Colonies 
to the Mother Country, and I regard the 
efforts of Lord Salisbury’s Government to 
strengthen that attachment, and thus to 
provide outlets for our trade and commerce, 
43 not the least amongst its claims on your 
confidence. 

None can have watched the armaments of 
Oreign nations without being impressed with 
the paramount necessity of maintaining the 
efficiency of our Navy, and the nation has

At the request of the Liberal Asso- 
ciation «f the Division, I come forward to 
ask your support at the coming Parliamentary 
Election. 

1.—I am in favourof granting HOME RULE 
to IRELAND, retaining the Sapremacy of 
the Imperial Parliament and the Represen 
tation of Ireland in that Parliament. | 
betieve that the so-called “ Unionist ' policy 
is a delusion, and tends to the dismember- 
ment of the British FEnrpire. [see no reason 
to doubt that under Hume Ra'e the Protes- 
tants of Ulster will be as safe as are the 
Protestants ef Quebec. 

2.—I am also strongly in favour of HOME 
RULE FOR LONDON, I support the Pro- 
gressive Party on the London County Council 
to which you gave your hearty approval! by 
the election, last March. of my friends, Mr. 
Torrance and Mr. Wer, by a large majority : 
and, if returned to Parliament, I shail vote 
for giving full Monicipal Powers to the 
Council, and especially the control of the 
Water and Gas supplies. the Tramways, 
Markets aod Police l also desire to Kee a 
reform of the Building Acts. so as to check 
overcrowding, and secure at least in 
building estates a better supply df 
spaces. 

8.—I am in favour of Taxing Ground 
Values in Aid of the Rates, holding that the 
“unearned increment.’ in the value of land 
tn cities ought to pay a large contribution to 
the city expenses: I also think that the 
landiords ought to bear a Fair Share of the 
Rates, that the Assessment of Shop and 
Business Premises ought to be redaced, and 
that tenants in business onght io be pro- 
tected from the confiscation by the landlords 
of their goodwill at the end of their leases. 

4.—The R*GISTRATION LAWS ave in 
urgent need of Reform. The term of resi 
dence should be reduced from Twelve 
Months to Three; removal should not affect 
the right to vote; Plural Voting should be 
abolished, by adopting the rule,*-One Man, 
One Vote.” Qualified Women vote for the 
County Council and should be admitted to 
vote for Parliament also. 

5.—I am in hearty sympathy with the 
claims of Labour, and hope to assist in 
carrying out in Parliament the same Trade 
Union Wage Policy which has been adopted 
by the London County Council. I believe 
in Shorter Hours, and am’ prepared to give 
helpful consideration to any legislative pro- 
posals which would assist the workman to 
maintain, withont the need of récourse to 
strikes, fair wages and reasonable conditions 
of labour. I hope to fee an improvement of 
the Factory Acts with a view to. check 
Sweating. 

6.—With regard to Foreign Policy, I am 
for withdrawing this country as rapid'y as 
is consistent with safety and good taith 
from the “ sanguinary muddle ” of Continen- 
tal politics. We ought rather to look to 
combioing the English-speaking peoples 
in an alliance—and, if possible,in a Federa- 
tion—which would, by. the weight of its 
authority and example secure the peace of 
the world, Ourarmy should be efficient but 
small, Our Volunteer system should be 
further developed. A strong Navy is made 
essential by our geographical position. I 
would rather spend money on thorough 
equipment than risk the lives of men; but IJ 
believe tbat our milifary and naval expen- 
diture is mismanaged and isextravagant and 
ought to be brought uoder more stringent 
control by the House of Commons. The Civ)! 
List must ere long be carefully revised. and 
sinecure Offices abolished.

NOTES OF WEEK, 

We publish this week important corre:pondence relating to a munificant 
bequest by the late Mr. David Lewis, of Liverpool. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Lewis raised himself by his own iniustry, probity and enterprise, 
from humble beginnings to becoming the fonader and principal of Lewis's, 
perhaps the largest and best known retiil house in Nngland. He was, 
withal, in private life a modest, retiring, unpretentioas personage, who did 
good by stealth and blashed to find it fame. By his will he made 
two of his nephews, “Mr. B. W. Levy and Mr. G. J. Cohen, 
who were: both in Anstralia, where Mr. Cohen still resides, his 
residnary legatee3, but with the wish expressed to them in a letter that they 
should utilise the amount so left for the benefit of the working classes of 
Liverpool and Manchester equally. This moral obligation Mr. Levy and 
Mr. Levy—upon whom has devolved the 
delicate task of practically giving effect to the generous intentions of Mr. 
Lewis—has for some time past been seeking advice as to the most beneficia! 
manner in which he and his co-legatee can carry out their trust. The task 
is not easy. The gilt is of the value of £200,000, which will eventually 
grow to £350,000. A distribution to existing institutions Mr. Levy 
very properly regards with disfavour, and he has therefore appealed to Mr. 
forwood and Sir William Houldsworth, as representing Liverpool and 
Manchester respectively, to nominate an advisory Committee, upon whose 
report Mr. Levy will act. The objects to which the large fund will be devoted, 
will, in any case, be cf a strictly unsectarian character. It can easily be 
understood that Mr. Lewis (who died childless) haviog made his fortune by 
the help of all classes in Liverpool and Manchester, wishes to benetit the 
poor of those cities, without distinction whatever of creed. Mr. Lewis's 
widow (daughter of the lite Rev. R. 1. Cohen of Sussex House, Dover) 
ia still alive to realise the cordial acknowledgment generally expressed at the 
munificent benevolence of her husband, whose generous promptings were 
stimulated by the kindness of heart of his devoted and cultared wife. 


The question of the convenience, or otherwise, of Saturday Polling has 
been engaging much attention during the past week. For Jews this ques- 
tion has much interest, and this fact was not overlooked in 
Parliament. Mr. Balfour said: ‘Jews are not a very large section 
of the population except in certain constituencies ; but in certain consti- 
tuencies, both in London and in the country districts, they are a very 
large aud important element, and they are practically disfranchised by any 
returning officer who insists on baving the election on a Saturday.” On 
the other hand, Mr. Gladstone said: ** The Jews, that excellent body of 
men, have been paraded before us as a reason why there should be no election 
on a Saturday, the fact being that in 49 out of 50 constituencies in the country 
there is not a single Jewish constituent. But the right hon. gentleman says 
that they form large fractions of some constituencies. If tbat is so, let the 
returning officer take that into consideration ; we are not asking to have the 
election fixed, but that it should be left to the returning officer to have the 
election ona Saturday.” It is strange that neither of the right honourable 
gentlemen, who showed such kind solicitude for Jewish voters, should have 
referred to the special provision made for voting by Jews on the 
Jewish Sabbath. The Ballot Act, 55 and 36 Vic., cap. 33, provides that 
the presiding officer, on the application of any voter who declares that he is 
of the Jewish persuasion and objectson religious grounds to vote in the 
manner prescribed by the Act, is required to cause the vote of such voter to 
be marked for him on the ballot paper ; in other words, if he objects to make 
his mark on the Sabbath, this is done forhim. Asa fact, however, there are 
some pious Jews who object to avail themselves of this concession, believing 
that it is quite as sinful to ask a non-Jew to write, as for a Jew to write bim- 
eelf om the Sabbath, For this reason—and because of the difficulties that 
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just been issued by Mr. Heinemann, 
one author’s previous success, “ The Bachelors’ Club,” 


there is already no question that M 
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would be experienced in getting sufficient volanteers to engage in the arduous 
incidental work on the polling day—the result of the Whitechapel contest 
may be said to have hung inthe balance until it was made known that 
Saturday could not be fixed as the polling day. 

In Frances Barnett, a truly pions Jewess woo translated religious 
emotion into a life of philanthropic effort has passed away. Spared 
for eighty-three years, she had outlived nearly all her old friends and fellow- 
workers, but she had not outlived her capacity for beneficent endeavour. 
Down to the last she directed the management of the Invalids’ Kitchen in 
Sandy's Row, an eloquent monument of the late Baroness de Roth- 
schild’s practical sympathy for the sufferings of the poor. Her hold 
upon life would have been less remarkable bad it not b-en conjoined to a 
tenacious grasp upon life's duties, which Death alone has been able to relax. 
It is now many years since she retired from the position of Mistress of the 
Jews’ Free School, but her interest in young people and her active efforts to 
promote their welfare were characteristics which never deserted her. Many 
a vouth and maiden rejoiced in her kindly help, which, unlike the services 
usually rendered in similar circumstances, was both sustained and personal. 
It was this latter quality of ber philanthropy which made it so fruitful. It 
ensured to many struggling, sorrowing creatures a true friend, and 
jit opened their hearts to receive her good and kindly influences. The old 
fashion in charity is passing away; bus the direct contact between the 
helper and the helped which marked the old fashion must be revived if 
charity 1s not to miss its aim. ‘The life that has jast ended was one long 
lesson teaching this truth, She who lived it was one of a family consecrated 
to acts of personal benevolence in its widest sense, and a famaily, 
too, of self-consecrated women. Frances Barnetts mother and _ sister 
preceded her at the Free School ; another sister, Mrs. Harris, of Devonshire 
Square, founded the Sabbath Class now carried on at Hanway Street by her 
daughter, Miss Emily Harris—one of.a triad of benevolent sisters-— 
with so much devotion and such excellent apiritual results ; while the memory 
of Mrs. Harris's sister-in-law, the late Miss Miriam Harris, is still kept green 
by the mapy who admired her work at the Jews’ Infant School, a work done 
not perlunctorily, but with all her heart. Mrs. Strauss, the sister of 
Miss Harris, is also well known as the trusted and judicious almoner of the 
late Baroness Mayer de Rothschild. Of this notable band of workers 
Frances Harnett was not the least zealous. Hers was a busy life, though an 
uneventfal and a placid one. She lived for others, and was blessed in the 
way she most desired—in being suffered to continue her self-denying 
tasks totheend. Death has been kind to her. For not only did she reach 
a ripe old age, but she passed away without pain. She was taken in all 
gentleness, summoned, in Talmudic phraseology, by a Heavenly kiss. It 
was anend that well harmonised with a life spent in loving, poacefal deeds, 
a life laid down at last witha satisfied sense of its fulaess, and with a sus- 
taining belief in the peace that reigns beyond these voices. ‘A woman that 
feareth the Lurd, she shall be praised. Give her of the frait of her hands ; 
and let her works praise her in the gates.” 

The Rev. A. A. Green's discourse at Daiston Synagogue, an epitome 
of which appears in another column, t:uches upon a subject which is often 
liable to be overlooked by the London folk. Speaking with the experience 
of many years’ ministry ia a populous Northern centre, Mr, Green observed 
that “ public opinion in various parts of England is unaffected by what tran- 
spires in London; in other corners of the country prejudice has ensconced 
itself determined to die hard.” A provincial minister is something of an 
ambassador of his race to the Christian community in which he resides, He 
is far more likely to be singled out as the better type and truer representa- 
tive of the Jewish people in a provincial town than are any of the members 
of his congregatior. His responsibilities in this sense are more enlarged 
and more grave than those of his colleagues in London, 
the Provincial Ministers’ Fand is doing a valuable service for Judaism, inas- 
much as it seeks to enable small and impoverished congregations out of 
London to enjoy the advantage of a minister of modern cultare, and in al} 


respects abreast of the times, equal, and not inferior to the best specimens of 
the London clergy. 


In England the demand for the printing of Jewish sermons is not very 
active. Our own experiment in this direction was not very fully appreciated, 
and we fear that little encouragement wi!! be held out in the future to similar 
attempts. Still we are glad to hear that a selection of the pulpit addresses 
of the Rev. Morris Joseph will possibly soon see the light. Mr. Joseph's 
sermons are well worthy of being put in a permanent form, for they are not 
only effective in the delivery, but they will fully repay careful perusal, In 
Germany there is quite an extensive sermon literature, and many German 
Jewish preachers have published volumes of sermons. We have now before 
us a collection of addresses delivered either at funerals or in memory of 
recently deceased men or women. These Grabreden are by various Rabbis, 
They show on the whole a considerable amount of ability, and are. marked by 
an absence of rhapsody. The chief note struck is that of tbe merit of 
righteousness and the justice of God’s jadgments. A strong confidence in 
the future life is blended with a full appreciation of the duties of the present 
life. We can recommend the volume to those who can read German easily 
and are fond of * good” literature. Ofcourse “ good” literature tends too 
often to become “ goody,” and, on the whole, Judaism has not lost by the 
absence of a Religious Tract Society, Still one can go too far eyen in a 


right direction, aud we may hope that there are many in our communi 
munity to 
whom edifying books are not without attraction. :

Mr. David Lewis, head of the firm of Lewis's, doing business in Liverpool and 
Manchester, died in the month of December in 18535, By his will he bequeathed the 
whole of his fortune, after providing for a few legacies of a minor nature and 
subject to an annuity to his widow. Lo ny brother-in-law. Mr. Creorge a. Cohen. of

time also a resident in Australia, Mr. Lewis left with his will a letter addressed to 
my brother-in-law and myself, which was forwarded to us to New South Wales. In 
this letter he stated that, although he had made us his residuary legatees, his wish 
was that we should utilize the aniount so left to us for the benefit of the working 
classes of Liverpool and Manchester equally. Legally we are in absolute possession of 
the property, to deal with it as we think proper, but in viewof the desire expressed 
in our relative’s letter we felt that morally it is our duty to’ apply the money 
in the manner mentioned by him, and it is, therefore our intention so to utilize the 
whole of the funds. As my brother-in-law, Mr. Cohen, resides in Sydney, and as 
I have not sufficient local knowledge of the wants and requirements of the two 
ereat cities of Liverpool and Manchester, I consider that my wisest course is to 
invite gentlemen ‘of position and acquainted with the two cities to advise 
me upon a scheme for the appropriation of the property to a use most 
calculated to benefit the inhabitants of each city. Although I had not the pleasure 
cf your personal acquaintance until our interview, yet knowing that you both 

upy positions in your respective cities which indicate on the part of the people 
cf those places confidence in your judgment and intelligence, I have ventured to 
ask you to assist me in carrying out the responsible duty which lies somewhat heavily 
on my shoulders. I propose that you should each take the leading part in your 
respective cities in connection with the matter, and that you should nominate a few 
gentlemen, say five or six, in whom you have confidence, to act with you and form 
a preliminary committee to consider and advise meas to how the money can be 
utilised to the best interests of your fellow-citizens. It is my wish that when we 
have determined upon the course to be followed, yourself and the gentlemen 
associated with you should become trustees and act as a committee for giving effect 
to the late Mr. Lewis's intentions. 

The total amount at present at my disposal is about £200,000, but this in course 
of time will be very considerably augmented, and possibly may amount to upwards 
of £350,000. The whole, as already stated,1 and my brother-in-law propose to 
devote for the purposes indicated. 

I do not wish to limit your consideration as to the character of the scheme or 
schemes to which the funds are to be applied, but it may be of use to you to have 
my ideas and those of the testator on the subject. In the first place, the funds 
should be devoted to nothing in the nature of a sectarian institution, and I desire, 
if possible, to have an institution or institutions founded on large and important 
lines, rather than to devote money to the aid of a number of existing establishments ; 
in other words, to adopt some scheme of a magnitude too large for ordinary private 
beneficence. At the same time, this need be no bar to your suggesting other proposals 


| amongst which might be schemes which, although extensive at the outset, may be 


capable of expansion by the aid of future benefactors. I know that the late Mr. Lewis 
entertained a favourable opinion of the Peabody system of dwellings for the industrial 
classes, and although I am inclined to think that possibly some other use, more 
adapted to the locality, may be suggested, yet I mention this as some guide to the 
views which he entertained in regard to the disposition of the preperty. : 

Will you therefore kindly undertake the duty of nominating the gentlemen with 
whom you would wish to co-operate, and to arrange a time for me to have an early 
conference with yourselves and those you may nominate, so that we may take steps 
at as early a date as possible for carrying out the proposals I have put before you. 

Mr. George J. Cohen, my co-legatee, as I have previously mentioned, is in Australia, 
but he has conferred upon me his power of attorney to act in all matters.

The responsibility you place upon our 
shoulders is very considerable, and the labour may be great; but we should not be 
doing our duty to the great mass of our fellow-citizens, in whose welfare we feel the 
utmost sympathy, were we to hesitate to undertake the work. We hope and believe 
it can be carried out in a manner that will bestow upon them benefits worthy of oe 
good intentions of the generous benefactor, and that you and Mr. Cohen may ae 
that the honourable trust imposed upon you has been discharged in consonance “qm 
the wishes of the testator, and in a manner to make his name and your names to 
remembered with gratitude by the inhabitants of the two great centres of commerce 
and manufacture.

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DEATH OF MISS FRANCES BARNETT, 


We much regret to announce the death of Miss Frances Barnett, who died 
on Saturday last, at her residence, , Queen's Square, in her 83rd -year. 

Miss Barnett’s name has been a “household word” in Jewish charitable 
circles for very many years past. Born in pre-scientific days, when rich and poor 
met together in their daily life, she inherited a capacity for philanthropic labours. 
Her father (Mr. Barnett Barnett, only son of Mr. Hyam Barnett of Gloucester), 
died in 1817 in his 30th year, at Hereford, leaving a widow with several very 
young children. He was an Israelite without guile, and the local papers at 
the time said of him : “ To the distresses of others he was always liberal and 
compassionate ; in his dealings in business just and honest ; his Christian friends 
therefore will long regret him as a good and worthy man.” The Gloucester paper 
spoke of him as “a rigid follower, throughout all his dealings, of that steadfast 
integrity which so eminently distinguished the character of his much respected 
father.” While yet in her “ teens,” Frances Barnett, first with her sister Phoebe 
(who died young), and afterwards with her sister Sarah (the late Mrs. Harris, of 
Devonshire Square), assisted her mother in conducting the Girls’ Department of 
the Jews’ Free School, Bell Lane, where they lived for a few years. On the 
retirement of Sarah Moss, the Head Mistress, Frances Barnett (who had 
attended the Borough Road Training School) was appointed her successor, and held 
that post until the school was placed under Government Inspection in 1853. ‘It 
ill assorted with her temperament to be cribbed, cabined and _ confined. to 
rigid rules of management dictated from My Lords at Whitehall. She was not to 
be tied down by red tape, and so. she gave to the children of 
a. few private families the benefit of her intellectual gifts 
and more particularly her charming personal influence in teaching them the 
Duties of the Heart. 
the long years they have never lost the early strong attachment to the dear good 
soul who never grew old in kindness of disposition, in overflowing affection and 
preserved to the last a marvellous youthfulness of spirit and brightness of manner 
which endeared her more than ever to young and old. Indeed, she had the 
unusual felicity of being fondled by grandchildren of her pupils and Miss 
Barnett was perhaps petted most by those who have been trained in the benevo- 
lent ways of these latter days, in which even charities are found best to serve their 
objects when administered on business principles. Perhaps the good lady was 
seen at her best when teaching cookery to some score of girls from the Jews’ 
Free School. A modern certificated teacher of cookery would have set about her task 
in a more methodical manner, but then Miss Barnett had rare condiments in love 
and an old-world grace, which seasoned the food and the teaching in a manner 
beyond the power of all the spices of Araby. A rigid adherent of the Old 
Paths, she yet had many life-long admirers among non-Jews, and some of her 
most affectionate friends were (uakeresses. 

When, in May, 1858, the Baroness Lionel de Rothschild resolved to found an 
Invalids’ Kitchen (where the Jewish sick could be provided with food suited to 
their condition) to Miss Barnett was confided the personal superintendence of 
the details, and the deceased made this Institution, first in Artillery Lane, and 
subsequently in Sandy’s Row, Bishopsgate, her headquarters for her beneficent 
work among the poor. In the same maoner, when the Baroness Mayer suggested 
to Miss Barnett to establish Penny Dinn-rs for Jewish children, the deceased 
threw herself heart and soul into the work. 

It was quite marvellous to see this octogenarian lady in all winds and 
weathers bravely trudging towards her post of duty and of honour ; indeed, it 


seemed as if she were more certain to be there in inclement weather than in fine. 


for she had no idea of sparing herself despite her advancing years. She had a 
kind word for all with whom she came into contact, and her very scoldings to 
the naughty ones were received with almost a smile. In fact, there was a 
curious, though not exceptional, attraction between her and the erring ones, and 
she never lost heart in trying to win them back to virtuous paths, though her 
own waywardness in “taking up” cases was quite bewildering in its absence of 
all method, and was the despair of any “ scientific” charity administrator, In 
addition to the two charities with which she was personally most closely identified, 
Miss Barnett was alsoa member of the Workrooms Committee of the Jewish Board of 
Guard ans, a member of the Committee of the Jews’ Emigration Society and of the 
Jewish Ladies’ Loan and Visiting Society. Her close relations with the members of 
the Rothschild family on the one hand and her direct association with the poor onthe 
other constituted her a valuable link between the two. It is to be hoped that her 
loss may inspire others to follow her beneficent example of continually mixing 
with the poor instead of only speaking to them at periodical duty visits. 
Though Miss .Barnett’s ways were not quite in keeping with the methods 
of the present day, her gracious manner, loving heart and unbounded charity 
brought sunshine and brightness into many a clouded, sorrowful heart. ‘The 
memory of the charitable is for a blessing !

A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesday, 21st inst., 
at 60, Old Broad Street. Mr, L. L. ALEXANDER took the chair, and there were 
besides present the Very Rev. the Chief Rabbi, Rev. 8. Singer, Dr. A. Wolff, 
who was recently elected in place of Mr. B. L. Cohen, resigned, Messrs. N. L. 
Cohen, O. J. Simon, and I. Spielman. | 

Arrangements were made for the more efficient teaching of English to the 
Russian refugees in London in Evening Classes at the Board Schools. 

Communications were received from Sir Alexander Galt as to the condition 
of the Trustees’ land at Moosemimn, Canada. 

Reports were received as to the progress of the work of emigration to the 
United epetes and important letters from Berlin and New York were read and 
iscussed. 

It was decided to issue general instructions to the Conjoint Committee only 
to forward to the States refugees not likely to be burdens on the American 
charities, and chiefly those who already have relatives in the States, while in 
all cases drafts for their immediate needs should be given to them. 

Several individual cases of hardship not suitable for consiceration at the 

oard of Guardians were considered, and grants made. A further grant of 
£200 was made for special relief by the Conjoint Committee. | 
. . An application for assistance to aid the distress caused by a fire near Kovno 
in Russia was refused, as not coming within the scope of the Fund. Another 
from the United States was rejected as the Committee only deal directly with 
the organisers in New York. ‘ 

Letters of a painful character were read from the Committee's secret 
agents in Russia and other correspondence of a confidential character was read 
and Gpoacered. The Committee adjourned after a sitting of nearly three hours’

THE ARGENTINE. 


COLONEL GOLDSMID IN 

We have received the following description of the arrival of Colonel 
Goldsmid in “ Mauricio ” Colony. The event itself we have already reported 
to our readers. 

On the eve of the 14th May the colonists were informed of the arrival, at 
the station of CArlos-Cesare, of the long looked for representative of Baron de 
Hirsch, Colonel Albert Goldsamid. The colonists were requested to meet the 
Colonel in their working costames. Thirty young colonists (on horseback) were 
at the same time despatched as a bodyguard under the command of Signor 
Terracini, engineer, a retired Captain of the Italian Army. On the road, about 
halfa mile from the colony, under a canopy, there was a table covered with red 
cloth, whereupon on a white tray lay bread and salt, according to the 
Russian custom, as also a Scroll of the Torah. Both sides of the road were 
occupied by men and women, while the children were placed on the right flank. 
Near the gates leading to the colony, natives on horseback formed a semi 
circle ; on the gates on the right was the Union Jack, to the left the Russian 
fag, and in the middle, the Argentine flag. At the sides of the canopy were the 
representatives of the colony, while under it stood the Chazan of the colony 
accompanied by a choir. 

Punctually at-6.30 a.m., a cloud of dust was seen at a distance, in which 
the riders were hardly discerned. In another tive minutes a carriage, drawn by 
four horses, halted. Tae choir intoned Boruch Haho, and the assemblage broke 
out into a loud Russian “hurrah!” A _ girl-colonist presented to the Colonel a 
bouquet of fresh flowers, and aseven years old little girl also presented him with 
another bouquet of artificial flowers, for which he in fatherly wise embraced her. The 
Reader, bearing the Scroll of the Law, went to meet the Colonel. and blessed with 
a Wishal/rach both the benefactor, Baron de Hirsch, and Colone! Goldamid. On 
the service being over, Colonel Goldsmid, in broken German, addressed the 
company as follows :— | 
It was not want that caused me to come into this fair 
Il,an English Colonel,am in receipt of a good salary, and am, besides, 
sufficiently rich. But Baron Hirsch addressed to me the question whether | 
would go out to the Argentine in order to assist our brethren. I have thankfuly 
accepted this difficult task, andat this moment | am-amongst you. ... . [am 
roud to be a Jew and that it fell to my lotto serve this people. When Moses 
led the people to the Promised Land, he led them through the wilderness for 
forty years ; not because that purpose really required such a long time, for he 
could have achieved that purpose in a year, or even in a month, but solely 
because there were amongst them individuals who looked sceptically at hia 

rophecies, and wanted, so .to say, to go a little too far. Lam sure that you 
ave suffered much during the time you have been here. But the Baron has 
dispatched me for the express purpose of putting an end to your sufferings. I 
trust that, with the help of Almighty God, we shall reach the new promised land 
in less than forty years.

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THE CHIEF RABBI AND THE CONFERENCE. 


Tue decision of the Caizr Rassi on the various points discussed at the 
recent Conference will be intimated to-day to the Wardens and Ministers 
of the respective congregations ; but its publication is witheld until next 
week, We were, however, able last I’riday to indicate the salient points 
of that decision, and they are such as should prove sufficiently satis- 
factory to every friend of cautious, which is another word for stable, religious 
progress. The Cuizr Rassi’s concessions prove the genuineness of his 
desire to satisfy those demands for ritual change which can be conceded 
without violating any of the principles he is bound by the implied 
responsibilities of his office to maintain. He has seen the wisdom of con- 
ceding to the West End what the East End does not care for. This is a 
statesmanlike policy which ought to dispel the disagreeable notion that 
had begun to take possession of the public mind that the religious govern- |

: ment of the community was to be consciously and systematically directed by 


an exclusive regard for the wishes of its reactionary elements. Similarly, 
the Cnizr Rast has evinced a courageous indifference to efforts at 
intimidation, by an untimely, if not baseless, report of an *“ orthodox ” 
Schiem, which have been lately resorted to with transparent effrontery 
His best friends will welcome this exhibition of dignified firmness on the firat 
occasion that has called for it since his elevation to the Rabbinical Chair. 

Progressists of the moderate school, we have said, will contemplate the 
results of the recent Conference with satisfaction. It is true that the changes 
which |)r. Apter has sanctioned are neither numerous nor far-reaching. 
But they are excellent as far as they go, and they will eventually prove 
stepping-stones to higher things. The late Conference was the first of its 
kind, but it will not be the last. The salutary expedient to which recourse 
has been had for the first time in the communal history with such enconrag- 
ing results will be used again and again in the interests of the religions 
life. The actual concessions of the Chief Rabbi contain the promise and 
potency of wider changes yet to come. The idea bas at last commended 
itself to the modern Rabbinical consc’ousness that mere repetitions of prayers 
in the same Service are worse than useless, inasmuch as they tire tte wor- 
shippers, and therefore alienate them in spirit from the Synagogue. The 
ancient Rabbis learnt the lesson centuries ago, for many of their enactments 
were avowedly dictated by a wholesome fear of what they called s7)3°y7 NNO 
This latter-day distrust of vain repetitions is destined to show itself in yet 


larger improvements in the Service. Another important change, which 


represents the germ of a greater advance in the future, is the introduction 


into the Fervice of an English prayer. 
innovation, the Chief Rabbi admits the force of the  con- 
tention that, for a large section of every Jewish congregation 
a public worship which is wholly conducted in Hebrew lacks that 
spiritual force and meaning which constitutes its chief, if not its sole justifi- 
cation, In former days this truth was freely recognised, and recognised in 
the most practical fashion. The Talmudic Rabbins, whose sayings and 
doings are the rule of life for every orthodox Jew, never hesitated to allow 
certain portions of the Service to be rendered in the vernacular for the benefit 
of those congregants to whom Hebrew was a dead language. The Chief 
Rabbi has acted in a truly conservative spirit in approving of the reintroduc- 
tion of a eastom which receives no less support from ancient usage than it 
does from common sense.

Rabbi's decisions will commend themselres 
less than to the liberal mind. 
to place a finger upon any one of Dr. AptLkEs’s concessions, 
and dcclare that it violates Jewish law. .If those con 
cessions satisfy the demand for change for the time being, it will be 
in spite of their moderation. This is an important circumstance which ail but 
the extreme members of the conservative party will know how to appreciate. 
For them it will be cause for deep thankfulness that the communal 
tranqnillity has been secured, at the cost of such small sacrifices. Nor

| will they overlook the fact that, before any of the innovations which have 


received Rabbinical sanction are carried out in any synagogue, the consent 
of the seatholders will have to be obtained. No attempt will be made to 
force changes upon unwilling congregations. We will go further and affirm 
that no changes ought to ba forced upon congregations of which a large 
minority are opposed to them. Be this as it may, the valuable principle of 
lccal option is affirmed by the Chief Rabbi's decision, and that is a circum- 
stance which will be hailed with gratification on both sides. Conservatives 
will see in it a safe-guard against innovations for which congregational 
opinion is not ripe ; progressists will see in it an important confirmation of 
their right toadvance. The liberty of each party is respected—liberty to 
bey the ancient spiritual heritage on the one hand, liberty on the other hand 
to fare forth and exchange the old camping-grounds for a new and ampler 
area, 


Equally satisfactory to both sides will be the fact that the Chief 
Rabbi has called his ministers to his side to discuss this question of ritual. 
There were many who viewed with misgiving the prescriptive right of the 
English Rabbinate to decide single-handed matters connected with the 
Synagogue in its narrower sense. It seemed to them fraught with danger 
to the true interests both of English Judaism and of the incumbent of the 
Rabbinical office himself. On the other hand, the idea of the Chief Rabb; 
summoning his ministers to his councils was resented by certain well-meaning 
persons as a menace to his dignity and an attempt to encroach on his powers. 
The convocation of the Conference will have reassared both classes of minds. 
The Chief Rabbi has by implication admitted the desirability of consulting 


on questions of a congregational character the men best qualified to give him . 


advice concerning them. The danger of his adopting a line of action in 
ignorance of public opinion is thus minimized to an important extent. Nor 
have the champions of the Rabbinical dignity any longer cause foralarm. The 
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readiness with which the Chief Rabbi has resorted to the Conference proves ) 


that he did not share the apprehensions of his over-zealous friends. On the 
contrary, he saw in the Conference a welcome means of establishing his 
authority by placing his decisions upon the broad basis of clerical opinion, 
and not upon the possibly narrow and arbitrary ground of his own individual 
judgment. All such Conferences, moreover, will transfer the odium attach- 
ing to unpopular enactments from the person of the Chief Rabbi to an 
impersonal conclave. Surely no better expedient could have been devised 
for preserving the dignity that doth hedge the Rabbinical office. It only 
remains to express the earnest hope that both sections of communal opinion 
will acquiesce in the results of the Conference loyally and amicably. On one 
side they deserve to be gratefully accepted as the symptom of actual progress, 
and as the promise of progress stilltocome. On the other they ought to be 
welcomed for the conservative spirit they disclose, and for the safeguards 
they provide for that freedom to remain in the old paths which is the inalien- 
able right of every religionist.

THE RESTRICTION OF IMMIGRATION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Mr. Nathan Joseph, who is facile princeps in the use of stron 
language, deals unusually gently with me in-describing me as a“ good, kind soul,” 
1 would much rather have this title, with its concomitant “want of common 
sense,” than seek to pose as a great: soul, determined to persevere in its course, 
even if by so doing it crushes hundreds of innocent victims. Mr. Joseph appeals 
to his ten years’ service in the cause of the Russo-Jewish fugitives. Iam far 
from desirous to lessen his services to the community, yet those in question were 
not without some compensation by his being the quasi autocratic dispenser of 
thousands and thousands raised for the benefit of these poor people, and by 
having been brought into contact—personally or by correspondence—with some 
of the most eminent men of our century. What Mr. Joseph is too modest to 
claim praise for is the richness of his vocabulary. He is the fiest Jew who 
speaks of a portion of his co-religionists as “useless parasites,’—doomed 
seemingly to remain such to the end of times. I have seen a similar expression 
used by Ignatieff, but certainly to Mr. Joseph remains the glory of being the 
first Jew to use it. That the hopelessness of 5 woes poor people coming here should 
be represented to them (if indeed it is to be supposed that they have not been in- 
formed of it by their friends already here), no one disputes, and steps have been 
taken by the Board of Guardians time after time to make them acquainted with 
it. But to invoke the intervention of Parliament to refuse admission to all 
destitute alike (for such it would virtually be since it would be impossible to 
discriminate between the deserving and the undeserving), would be an outrage 
against humanity. 

Mr. Joseph says that the statement that “the Jews always maintain their 
own poor, 1s a fallacy which should be most vehemently denounced.” Now, I 
believe lam within the mark when I say that not five per cent. of the poor 
assisted by the Board of Guardians receive any assistance from the parish. ut, 
supposing they did? I pay for poor rate 2s. %d. in the pound on my rental. 
Would it be anything wrong to claim in return some assistance for our poor. 
But here comes his weightiest argument: “ England is already overstocked with 
labour of all kind.” If Mr. Joseph argued in favour of protection to our in- 
dustries I would (in this solitary case) go hand-in-hand with him, but does he 
protect English labour by excluding foreign labourers? By admitting foreign 
artisans, you are sure at least that English materials are worked up, and that the 
labourers spend a portion of their earnings here. So far from competing with 
English workmen, they rapidly assimilate with them, as we hare seen in the 
many strikes which have unfortunately taken place of late. foreign Jews always 
casting in their lot with their Christian neighbours. Assuming, however, that 

me icin s day dream is realised, and that foreign labour is kept out, well they 
will work at starvation wee on the Continent, and will send hither the 
articles manufactured by them out of foreign materials to compete with 
= Saoecnell English manufactures. Whilst truthfully acknowledging Mr. 
eriority, in one respect I must claim to be better informed, 
a now foreign manufacturers are constantly increasing their 

exports to transatlantic markets (because they pay less wages and work their 
hands longer hours than we do in this country) whilst our exports diminish in 
proportion.

JEWISH POPULATION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—It has been generally agreed that death statistics form the only} toler. 
ably sure method of estimating the number of the Jews in London. 

‘I have pointed out on previous occasions in your journal how misleading 
is the return as now made by the Burial Society of the United Synagogue on 
this subject. 

They give for the year 1891 their total burials as 1,385, the return recently 
made in the report of the Board of Deputies gives the total burials of the 
United Synagogue as 1,343, of which 11". are stated to be stills, therefore not 
reckoned in vital statistics ; thus reducing the number to 1,224. 

The burials are also given in_this return of the Congregation in Bevis 
Marks, Western, Berkeley Street, Maiden Lane, Spital Square, and Hammer. 
smith, amounting together to 251—those of the Federation of Synagogues, 
which are not given, were 55, making a total of 1,430, probably as nearly as pos. 
sible the total burials of the Jews in London, Still-births not being reckoned in 
any case. | 

" If we adopt this number, 1,340 as correct, the question then arises, what is 
the death rate per 1.000? It may may be anything from 16 to 3U, or even more. 
To make a secret of any system that shall tell this, as a result of “ prolonged 
and careful study,” is stupidand absurd. 

The only moderately safe way, to my thinking, is to compare the deaths of 
infants and of adults of given ages with the returns made by the Registrar- 
General for the population of London, 

I have been able to do this in the returns of the United Synagogue and 
Federation of Synagogues only, and it is with very great regret I find that in 
the 1,279 deaths recorded, the infant mortality is largely in excess of the infant 
mortality of all London. To give details and figures will take too much space, 
besides being uninteresting, yet if the 151 other deaths of which [ have no detalls 
are normal with the general population, they point to 21 or 22 as the probable . 
ratio. 

If this is correct, the Jewish population of London will be either 68,000 or 
65,000—so small a proportion to its millions and its unceasing yearly increase as 
to make the nervous fears of “ A. F.,”’ and the hateful insinuations of Mr, N, §. 
Joseph alike unworthy of the persons who make them. _ 

t may, or may not be to the national advantage to discourage, or even forbid 
the foreign ‘working classes, though history speaks clearly enough as to this, 
but to stigmatise the great mass of the Russo-Jewish fugitives as “always 
paupers and useless parasites in their own country, remaining paupers and para- 
sites here,” is well worthy a Stécker,a Drumont ; given asa result of ten years’ 
service, save the mark, it is an infamous calumny on tens of thousands of unfor- 
tunates, Mr. Joseph may also well be asked “ to give the facts and figures on 
which his estimate is based”’; the particulars even of 100 persons out of the 
many thousands concerned whom he is justified in thus branding.

At a Congregation held on the 16th inst., the degree of Master of Arts was 
conferred on Mr. John Nachbar, of St. George’s Hospital, formerly scholer of 
Clare College.

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SOUTH HACKNEY RELIGION CLASSES. 


The annual distribution of prizes to the pupilsof the South Hackney Religion 
Classes was held on Sunday last at the Hackney Conservative Club, Mare Street, 
which was kindly lent for the occasion. Notwithstanding the inclement weather 
which prevailed throughout the day, the attendance was good, and included Mr. 
NATHANIEL L. CouEN, in the Chair, the Revs. the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Gaster, F. L. 
Cohen, A. A. Green, Dr. Fredlinder, Messrs. M. Barnett, Maurice Jacobs, A. 
B. Salmen, and Oswald J. Simon, 

Mr. A. B. Satmen, the President, read the Annual Report, which shows 
that the classes are in every way satisfactory. The number of children on tho 
register has increased to 120, and more are seeking admission, but it is impossible 
to admit them owing to the want of accommodation in the present temporary 
iron structure, ‘The attendance shows a vast improvement. The highest praise 
is due to the Rev. M. J. Heilbron who continues to act as Head Master, and is 
ably assisted by Mr, Gatchell Isaacs and Mrs. Cooper; and to Miss Friedeberg 
and Master Fox, who continue with much zeal to act as voluntary teachers. The 
lease of the present building having expired, the Committee have succeeded in 
purchasing the freehold site, and now earnestly appeal for funds to enable them 
to raise a sufficient sum to build suitable class-rooms and synagogue. 

According to the report of the examiner, the Rev. D. Fay,“ the work done 
at the Classes 1s in every way satisfactory, and reflects great credit upon the 
Superintendent, the Rev. M. J. Heilbron, and his assistants. The Hebrew 
reading of the lower standards was particularly good. especially that of the first 
standard. Throughout the whole school there was only one failure in translation 
while in the highest standard, the requirements of the Chief Rabbi's Code were 
satisfied in a manner highly commendable to the teachers. Scripture History 
was very intelligently taught, and the examiner was delighted with the eagerness 
of the children to reply to the rather searching questions put to them. Their 
ability to draw out the moral lessons underlying the Bible narratives shows that 
they have been taught in no mechanical manner. The same remark applies to 
the subject of Religion. Throughout the whole school there. was not one entire 
failure.’ Mr. Fay was very pleased to find that in sosmall a school so fair a pro- 
yortion of pupilsare presented in the higher standards, and the Report concludes 
= bearing testimony to the efficiency of the work performedby the Classes. 

Mr. NATHANIEL L. ConHeN said that his first words would be to 
explain to those present the circumstances which led to his presiding on that 
occasion, His first refusal of the privilege offered him by the Committee and his 
subsequent reluctance were not due toany want of sympathy with their organisa- 
tion, but that he felt that the ethical expositions usual on those occasions would 
come, perhaps, with far more weight from those who were accustomed to dis- 
course on such subjects. He had been greatly interested to hear the story of the 
first foundation of theirsynagogue, thatat the outset they had provided not merely 
a place of worship, -but also religious instruction. for Jewish children attending 
secular schools in the neigbourhood; and he had heard with special interest the 
announcement made by Mr. Salmen that after having testified for a considerable 
period to the desire and need fora Jewish place of worship in that district by 
providing for themselves a temporary iron building, and having shown that there 
was a desire among the children, and a wish among their parents that they should 
attend the religion classes, the Jewish inhabitants of South Hackney intended 
issuing an appeal to the community for aid to enable them to erect a building 
which would not only accommodate the Jews of that district, but would tend to 

romote the immigration of others from more congested neighbourhoods. In 
is individual opinion 1t was the duty of the community to feel sympathy with 
that aspiration, and he was convinced they would find every desire to assist in 
practically reahsing it, subject to the qualification .that they should themselves 
recognise the force, the full force of the sentiment of a common faith and of 
common communal centre. ‘They should be prepared to take their due share of 
personal service as far as they were able, of communal charges in regard to 
common communal interests, and by taking their place as tellow-workers in 
collective synagogal organisation, they also testified to their having that disposi- 
tion. They were all sadly familiar with the impatience of dissimilarity which in 
uncivilised countries finds expression in cruel persecutions, those done in Russia 
in the name of the Orthodox Greek Church, and in China, in the name of the 
National Chinese Church. In more civilised countries, it finds expression in 
rishus ; the most insidious form of rishus was that which would, perhaps, embitter 
one group of Jews against another, merely because of small differences of 
opinion. Inthe Jewish community the adjudication of decisive questions of 
ecclesiastical and political law was placed in the hands of qualified and duly 
constituted authorities whom they all respected; but within the lines of that 
authoritative ecclesiastical guidance, it was only reasonable that there should be 
differences of opinion. There must be differences of association within those 
lines, and differences of practice and appreciation by the respective groups of 
governing bodies. He would impress upon them the necessity in regard to those 
questions, to preserve always a due sense of proportion, and if they found that 
efforts were made, whether they were made by foreign-born or by English-born 
men, by wealthy or poor men, by men who had won for themselves secular 
distinction, or whether they were made by humble workers such as himself, or 
themselves, if they found, contrary to the precedent of the English community, 
that efforts were made to weaken the brotherly feeling among Jews, by dwelling 
on details on which they differed, he exhorted them to use their influence to 
resist such efforts as injurions to the power of self-respect and to the spiritual 
well-being of the whole Jewish community.—(Cheers.)—If they did take a com- 
munal and not a mere sectional view of the duties attaching to synagogue 
organisation, he did not think that any district in London was more entitled to 
assistance in establishing a permanent place of worship, than theirs, The 
Government had recognised that free secular education should be at the dis- 
posal of the whole population, and he did not think it unbecoming that they 
snould feel that that principle has so far been carried out in a way that does 
not injure the voluntary denominational schools, and at present that 
facility of secular education was given in a way that made it equally 
available to all denominations and all sects. What would be done in. 
the future was a matter on which nobody could speak. ‘They would 
no doubt know that a small society, supported by only 150 members 
out of the whole Jewish community, under the presidency of Mr. Henry 
Lucas, was using its endeavours, rather feebly he believed, to supply a 
ublic want by the provision of Religion Classes in connection with 
oard Schools. He heartily agreed with the objects of that Society. Though 
it might not yet be in a position to give the South Hackney Classes any very 
material assistance, he would ask their management to take an early opportunity 
of bringing themselves in correspondence with that society. Religion Classes 
were essential in the community, and could not be valued too highly. The 
religious instruction which the children received, the teaching of the applica- 
tion of truth and honour and straight conduct, of the love and fear of God, of 
the significance of the history and observances associated with the Jewish 
religion, all these things were taught in Religion Classes not merely 
to satisfy the examiners, but with the hope that the children might in the 
future act as good citizens and good Israelites. Before concluding he would 
refer to one religious exercise which was not recognised to the extent that he® 
could wish; he meant the habitual daily practice of private domestic prayer 


however short, He respectfully and humbly submitted that that practice which 
their forefathers used to observe should be strenuously continued, and he was 
of epeaion that the solace, the satisfaction and thé spiritual strengthening which 

ted from it was very valuable, The daily recital of words of strong resolveand

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spiritual desire, of entreaty and thankfulness for Divine guidance and blessings 
the daily recitalin Hebrew or in English, must, he maintained, strengthen natural 
impulses and fortify self-control.—( Loud Cheers). 

The Cuier Rass, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, asked 
permission at the outset of his remarks to make a personal deliverance. The 
Jewish Chronicle of Friday last contained what purported to be a statement 
concerning the decisions at which he had arrived with reference to the Ritual. 
It seemed to him that he would have been guilty of a grossact of discourtesy if 
he had communicated tothe Jewish Press his decisions, prior to his having in- 
formed the ministers who attended the Conference, and the wardens who addressed 
certain proposals to him, The statements published were not authoritative, 
and had not been communicated either by him or by any individual connected 
with his office. It was much more pleasant to him to refer to the satisfaction 
that he derived on a recent occasion, when he came to that district to officiate in 
their Synagogue, to note when the service was over with what alacrity, 
with what gladsome willingness each child fell into place in order to 
receive religious instruction at the hands of the Rev. M. J. Heilbron. 
That was a practice that deserved imitation at all synagogues, that the children 
should feel that the Sabbath had only been truly spent, if after having attended 
Service they partook of religious instruction in order thereby to gain a truer 
insight into the duties and principles of their holy faith. The Report of the 
Rev. D. Fay proved how excellent a thing it was to have religion classes closely 
connected with the synagogue, to regard the synagogue not merely as a place of 
worship, however holy and sacred, but at the same to have .it as a great 
centre of spiritual and moral activity for the district in which 
it was situated. They were all sincerely anxious that the new 
building referred to in the Report should not be of a temporary character, 
and thought the time had come to replace the iron stracture by a permanent 
building. He had noticed quite a number of Jewish names while passing 
through Mare Street and no doubt there were many Jewish residents in the 
large streets branching off, and he hoped that since the residents had shown 
that they felt the necessity of possessing. a Synagogue the community would 
heartily support them in their cause. They heard so much about the distress 
which resulted from the congestion of large numbers of the working classes: in 
certain portions of the East of London, they knew how eloquently people dis- 
coursed upon that subject, now was the time when those people could come 
forward and assist in making a blessed reality of plans which would tend to 
lighten the strain upon those parts where the Jewish population was thickest. 
—( Applause.) 

Mr. Maurice Jacors, B.A., seconded the vote, which was carried unani- 
mously and briefly responded to. 

The Rev. Dr. GAasTreR, in proposing a vote of thanks to the examiner, said 
he had the other day a discussion with Mr. N. L. Cohen, when that gentlemar 
had said to him : “ I am a layman,it would not be my place to present the prizes to 
the South Hackney Religion Classes,’ In England there was not the difference 
between an ethical minister and an ethical layman. They might respect the 
cléth as much as they liked but they. must respect the learning above all. The 
general idea, he said, was that a minister had nothing todo, Among all the 
hard workers none were more hard worked than the mimisters who were always 
first thought of when any new undertaking was begun, and the Rev. David Fay 
was no exeeption to the rule. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN in seconding the vote paid a tribute of appreciation 
to Mr. Fay’s energetic service to the community. He did not think that 
tolerance should be excluded from the training of children. ‘Trained religiously 
and intelligently they should be taught to know that however men’s opinions 
differed in points, for the greatest purposes of Israel's mission all Israelites 
could not possibly be too closely umted. He agreed with Dr. Gaster that 
religious duty meant the same for the laity as for the clergy, and he added an 
earnest appeal for the exaltation of character. 

On the proposition of Mr. OswaLp J. Simon a vote of thanks was passed to 
the teaching staff, which was acknowledged by the Rev. M. J. Heilbron. 

The Rev. F. L. Conen proposed a vote of thanks to the Committee to 
which Mr. A.B. SALMENresponded, and the Chairman thanked the Chief Rabbi 
and Dr. Friedlinder for their attendance. 

During the afternoon the pupils sang Psalm c., and “ The Mowers.”

THE REV. A. A. GREEN ON THE PROVINCIAL 
MINISTRY. 


The Rev. A. A. Green, one for the candidates for the vacant office of Minister 
occupied the pulpit of the Dalston Synagogue on Sabbath last. Speaking from 
the text, “ Have we not all one Father, has not one God created us all?” Mr. 
Green pleaded for the Hospital Sunday Fund, a movement so completely in 
harmony with the generous appeal of Malachi. Proceeding, -he referred to the 
potent influence for good of the seizure of such points of contact with other 
denominations. ‘his was particularly necessary in the provinces where the 
same generous intercourse which is germane to the metropolis. had been so 
long the exception instead of the rule, where the estimate of the Jew and of 


‘Judaism was generations behind the time, and where the Jewish minister was 


called upon to do more and to be more than his metropolitan colleague. 
London Jews made a mistake when they thought that London meant England. 
Public opinion in various parts of England is unaffected by what transpires in 
London and, in odd corners of the country, prejudice has ensconced itself 
determined to die hard. The minister who, tinding himself confronted with 
this, had not the ability and courage to meet it, would be unworthy the position 
given to him. ‘There was as much to do outside as inside a provincial congrega- 
tion for the true interests of Judaism. If Moves could appeal to Providence to 
take into consideration the opinion of the Egyptians, surely a Jew in the midst 
of prejudice against, and misunderstanding of, his race and religion had the right 
to endeavour to disarm unfriendly criticism and remove its consequent mutual 
bad feeling. To this end were directed the association of the Provincial 
Minister with the general public philanthropic work of his town, his lectures 
upon Jewish history, Jewish observances and Jewish ideals, and in his arduous 
and uphill work, he needs and he asks the sympathy and encouragement of the 
great metropolitan community,

‘BARON DE HIRSCH'’S EMIGRATION SCHEME, 


— 


The Baroness Z, 8. de Hirsch (née Poliakoff), a cousin of Baron de Hirsch 
has written a letter to a Russian paper from Paris, where she resides, confirming 
the announcement we published last week that it 1s the Baron's intention to 
arrange for an emigration masse fiom Russia. The Baroness writes 
“ Statements having been made that it is the intention of my cousin, Baron de 
Hirsch, to abandon his plan for Jewish colonisation, I deem it my duty. to give 
them the fullest contradiction. The Baron has not only not abandoned his scheme 
but on the contrary he has sent his representative to St. Petersburg to submit 
to the Government his project based on fresh proposals for the emigration of 
4.500.000 Jews to be spread over a period of 25 years. In the event that this 
scheme is approved the organisation of this movement will be commenced 
without delay.” As already stated the Government has sanctioned the propo- 
sals. Committees have been formed at St. Petersburg, Warsaw, Kiew, Moscow, 
and Odessa to regulate the exodus, and these Committees will, in all important 
matters, have to confer with Baron de Hirsch’s Committee in Paris, The first 
large party of emigrants for the Argentine will leave in September,

The annual general meeting of the Hebrew Educational Society was held 
on Sunday last in the Council Chamber, Singer’s Hill, Mr. A. Bremer presided. 
The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet (a 
summary of which appeared in last week's Chronicle), said it was a source of 
satisfaction to the Committee to be able to present such a favourable report. 
There had been a slight diminution in the amount received from subscriptions 
and donations, and it would be the duty of the newly elected Committee to try 
by some means to increase the income by getting fresh subscribers, so as to 
maintain the position the Society had hitherto held. The Society had been 
doing good work by providing clothes, boots and shoes to the children attending 
the Hebrew Schools. On the proposition of Mr. J. Silverston, seconded by Mr. 
S, B. Simmons, votes of thanks were accorded to the Chairman for presiding, 
and also for his efficient services as President during the past year, and to the 
Treasurer, Mr. A. M. Blanckensee. : 

On Sunday last a meeting of ladies was held in the School-room, Singer's 
Hill, for the purpose of forming an Aid Society of the Birmingham Hebrew 
Charities. ‘The Bev. Gi. J. Emanuel presided, and there were about 40 ladies 
present. The Chairman said they proposed to form a Society to collect funds, 
to be handed over to the various local Jewish charities, all of which charities 
required further funds. It was intended that the members of the Society 
should be chiefly the younger members of the congregation, and he considered 
that they should be called upon to contribute their share towards the charities. 
Mr. B. H, Joseph suggested that * The Orphan Aid Society” should be taken as 
a model upon which they might work. It was decided that the Society should 
be called the Birmingham Jewish Charities Aid Society, that the officers should 
consist of President, ‘l'reasurer, two Hon. Secretaries, and a Committee of 24, 
and that the subscriptions should be fixed at ld. per week.

ANTI-SEMITISM 


The Conservative Association of East Prussia has declared itself against 
the revision of the Conservative programme in the anti-Semitic sense advocated 
by the extreme Conservative organs, As East Prussia returns the largest con- 
tingent of Conservative representatives in Parliament, this is a severe blow 
for the fanatical anti-Semites, whose vagaries must finally alienate the more 
sensible and respectable members of the party. General and very natural 
indignation is expressed amongst the public here that no sooner was the sale 
of Ahlwardt’s pamphlet “Jewish Rifles’ prohibited than its place was taken 
by another pamphlet of an even more revolting character. Its unquotable 
title is bawled out in the most crowded streets of Berlin by anti-Semitic 

jlars, and the police stand by unconcerned while this filthy literature 1s 
thrust under the eyes of respectable women and young girls. The town council 
has at last requested the Burgomaster to officially draw the attention of the 
yresident of police to this outrageous scandal, but it remains to be seen whether 
aron von Richthofen will pay more attention to the city fathers than he has 
to the remonstrances of the Press. So long as the anti-Semitic mania finds 
such powerful protectors even the assurance that it obtains no countenance in 
the highest quarters affords inadequate satisfaction for the impunity it enjoys.
